Coming——‘‘The Big Trail.’’ ~ 
KING ALFONSO’S FALL 


The overthrow of the Spanish mon- 

archy has been a long time in com- 
ing. The forces that brought it 
about began to assert thesmelves be- 
for Alfonso became king on his birth 
forty-five years ago next month. 
Both during the period of the regen- 
ey and since he assumed his duties 
his tenure was a precarious one. 
What the verdict of history will -be 
as to the way in which he has played 
the part that was his inheritance it 
is too early to say. But at. least, it 
has to be admitted that he often dis- 
played great courage and resource- 
fulness under very trying circum- 
stances. , 

It looks as if Alfonso made a ser- 
ious mistake in giving his consent to 
the establishment of a dictatorship. 
The steps recently taken to restore 
the old order of things have led to 
the ending of his rule. Instead of 
falling in with his plans, the advo- 
cates of a republic seized the occasion 
to redouble their efforts to change 
the form of government. But it is 
recognized by most independent ob- 
servers that administrative condi- 
tions were much improved as a re- 
sult of the suspension of the old con- 
stitution and it is exceedingly doubt- 
ful if the country will be better off 
under the new regime. Spain's ex- 
perience with democratic institutions 
certainly does not encourage that be- 
lief. '

Criticism ofted made of the Saiur- 
day. Evening Post is that it keeps its 
ear too closely to the ground. Its 
policies and opinions, it as been said 
are shaped’ by what it deems to be 
popular sentiment and it follows ra- 
ther than leads its readers. At any 
rate it does reflect to an unusual 
degree the viewpoint of the average 
American ,citizen. An editorial article 
on trade with Russia that appears in 
the last issue has therefore a good 
deal of significance. 

‘‘Lenin’s sinister and disturbing 
remark that capitalism is willing to 
commit suicide ‘for the sake of a 
temporary profit is,’’ the Post says, 
‘‘sinking deeper and deeper.’’ Vast 
numbers of Americans are, we are 
told, becomig more and more honest- 
ly concerned lest their government 
is winking at the shortsighted self- 
ishness of a few business concerns 
that are engaged in encouraging the 
building up of a system which aims 
at the destruction of their own. Be- 
cause of its own misgivings and the 
fact that it knows they are shared 
by millions of fellow-citizens, it 
commends strongly the step recently 
taken at Olttawa, 

The Canadian government, the 
article concludes, has been the 
first to translate into a form of 
action the newly roused sense of 
alarm, evident throughout the 
world. An embargo has_ been 
placed on Russian goods. It will 
mean, of course, that Russian 
markets will, in retaliation, be 
closed to Canadian exports and

They 
take the ground that any phan to in- 
crease the price of British-grown 
wheat means a subsidy and nothing 
else ‘and they: insist on liberty to buy 
in the cheapest market. This is a 
purely selfish attitude but is  sup- 
ported by the famous free trade 
mouth-piece the Manchester Guard- 
ian, which says: 

‘*It stands to reason that if mili- 
ers must use 15 per cent. of British 
wheat at double the price of Canai- 
ian or Argentine, their flour will b: 
more expensive than flour milled ex- 
clusively from foreign wheat; conse- 
quently bakers will buy Canadian 
flour instead of British flour, and 
farmers will be as far as ever from 
their antificial price level. The ilea 
that the quota will achieve the mir- 
acle of enriching the farmer at no- 
body’s expense cannot bear a imo- 
ment’s inspection.’’ 

Thus is immediately raised the old 
cry of ‘‘hands off the loaf’’ even 
when the primary object of the pro- 
posed quota system is to’ promote 
the welfare of British agriculture, 
and the secondary objective is to di- 
vert more Britain’s wheat market to 
Empire-grown grain. The millers 
and the free traders insist on buy- 
ing from the cheapest source. They 
refuse to let either Empire sentiment 
or concern for a languishing _ in- 
dustry at homé influence their views. 

A recent statement conveyed the 
information that of the wheat milled 
in Great Britain, 13 per cent is home 
grown, 44 per cent. is supplied by 
the overseas dominions and 43 _ per 
cent from foreign countries. The 
British farmer has been able to dis- 
pose of his wheat, but only at cur- 
rent prices. He seeks a fixed price 
above the world levels. 

So far as Canada is concerned, es- 
tablishment of a quota system would 
not assure any price guarantee. 
Provided the quota system -can be 
worked out in detail with the object 
dividing the British market into def- 
inite percentages the only advantage 
to Canada would be the assurance 
of a certain market for a portion of 
‘er crop. But, here again, it may 
be presumed there will be strings at- 
tached. Britain will not punish Ar- 
gentina, an excellent customer, for 
the benefit of Canada and Australia 
unless the latter are prepared to make 
some substantial concessions in re- 
turn.

alent value in British. manufactured 
goods, It is fairly evident that Great 
Britain, if and when it occurs, will 
adopt the quota system primarily in 
her own interest, and not for the 
punpose of boosting the price of 
wheat to benefit the overseas pro- 
ducers.

fallow. This-ts a good time to do 
it, when in prices are low. Do not 

te hurry to get your seed 
in the ground, There is no advan- 
tagé to seed early; your land is not 
ready to receive the seed until you 
see the weeds and grass beginning to 
grow. If you have summer-fallow 
or fall-plowing, examine the land 
very carefully and see if you can 
find any green plants growing. If 
you do, these will be winter. annuals. 
Most of our weeds are winter an- 
hnuals, as well as annuals, To be bet-’ 
ter able to understand and control the 
noxious weeds, they are divided into 
four classes. Amnuals, winter an- 
nuals, biennials and perennials. The 
thtee first classes grow from seed 
only and the same method can be 
used to destroy them, but the peren- 
nials take an entirely different meth- 
od. For the benefit of the farmer, 
that is new in the game and for those 
who are troubled with weeds, I will 
@ive the best way to. eradicate and 
control same. Annual weeds are 
plants that start their growth in the 
spring..the same as our cultivated 
grain, ripens seed in the summer and 
dies in the fall. I will name a few 
of them: Wild Oats, wild mustard, 
Russian thistle, Russian pigtweed and 
Lambs quarters. Winter annuals are 
weeds that will start to grow in the 
fall, live under the snow all winter 
and start to grow again next spring. 
Many of the weeds in this class are 
giving us much trouble, and should 


be watched very closely. These are 


a few of them: Stinkweed, Hare’s 
Ear Mustard, Ball Mustard, Tumbl- 
ing Mmstard, False Flax, Wormseed 
Mustard, Blue bur and Shepherd’s 
Purse. All of these weeds are an- 
nuals as well as Winter annuals and 
many of them are giving us a very 
great deal of trouble, and should not 
be allowed to go to seed on summer 
fallow or in the fields, if at all pos- 
sible. The next class is Biennials. 
We find them in many fields, but 
they do not seem to give very much 
trouble, and any farm with fair cul- 
tivation will not bé troubled much. by 
these biennials. I will name some 
of them: Grey and Green Tansy Mus- 
tard and Burdock. These plants take 
two years to complete their growth, 
the same as sweet clover. The first 
year they will produce a small plant. 
The following year they will complete 
their growth, ripen seed in the sum- 
mer and die in the fall. 
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followi: Crop Rotation, Summer-fal- 
low, Cultivate in fall or spring, plow 
late, seed to barley, repeat this for 
two or three years, If you need the 
barley, this is just as. good a way to 
clean the farm as any. Of course 
this will not get your perennial 
weeds. To kill them. successfully, 
you must employ entirely black cul- 
tivation for one season. The chemi- 
cal.is not a.succéss and should only 
be used -on very small patches of 
where it is impossible to cultivate. 
To make a complete kill with chem. 
ieals you must use enough and use 
it strong enough to sterilize the 
ground and:kill all. growth. Many of 
the chemicals advertised are of very 
little use in destroying perennials. 
There are only two or three kinds of 
chemicals on the market at the pres- 
ent time that are of verp much val- 
ue. I will name them as follows: 
this. is official. from the department 
of Agriculture. In the trials of the 
past two seasons, chemicals which 
have reduced the growth and injured 
the stand of Canada Thistle and per- 
ennial. Sow Thistle and couch grass 
were Atlacide, Formite and Alsask. 
Single applications of these at the 
rates recommended by the manu- 
facturers did not, except in a few 
cases completely eradicate the weeds. 

In my next. article I will write this 
pamphlet in fully.

be controlled and destroyed with the 
same method of eradication. Large 
sums of money are. spent every sum- 
mer to eradicate weeds, A large 
force of weed inspectors are employ- 
ed by the Municipalities and local 
improvement districts to see that 
the noxious weed act is enforced. 
Many of these Weed Inspectors are 
trained men and practical farmers, 
but without the co-operation of. the 
farmers, much of this money is was- 
ted. And here is where it is up to 
every farmer to try to do his very 
best and help the Weed Inspector in 
his work. We as farmers must pro- 
duce grain, even if we do it at a 
loss. I can say this from experience, 
as I will soon be putting in my 
twenty-first crop in the Blindman 
Valley. But we can help to say if 
this loss is going to be big or small. 
Farming at its best is a pure gamble, 
ord we do act know if we are going 
to get a heavy or ‘ight rainfall. Mr. 
Gray, the field crops Commissioner, 
told us at the short course held in 
Edmonton last week, that he did not 
not think that moisture was the con- 
trolling factor in raising a crop of 
grain, as he felt sure that there was 
always enough moisture to produce a 
crop of grain if it was clean and free 
from weeds, but many times there 
was not enough moisture to pro- 
duce a crop of grain and a crop of 
aveeds in the same field. All our 
worst weeds produce a very rapid 
growth and take a large quantity of 
moisture and nourishment from the 
soil, where ét is growing and it should 
not be hard for any farmer to see 
that it is impossible to raise a crop 
of grain and a crop of weeds in the 
same field. 

We are very fortunate to be sit- 
uated in one of the very best dis- 
tricts in Alberta. Our climate and 
soil is well adapted for mixed farm- 
ing. Our land is new; farming in 
our district is only in its infancy, but 
the weeds are on the increase. The 
reason for this is that we have been 
growing too much wheat and not 
enough barley and forage crops. 
Many farms in the district should be 
seeded down to grass and clover. 
This applys mostly to fields where 
perennial Sow Thisle and Cananda 
Thistle is getting bad. Ordinary 
summer fallow is only a good culti- 


vation for these weeds and will not 


eradicate them. To kill them, land 


must be kept entirely black for one

the rbber-tired,, gasoline-driven 
freight vans of private individuals 
and the highways built,, maintained 
and paid for by the taxpayers of the 
various provinees. It may be said, 
of course, that the public is entitléd 
to competition from others forms of 
transportation such az busses, trucks, 
ete., but, insofar as can be seen, the 
railroads of the country will provide 
the backbone of transportation for 
many years and such competition as 
that given by freight truck drivers 
over public highways, with a ‘com- 
paratively small investment in roll- 
ing stock and no charge or at best 
a small charge (license fee etc.) for 
the use of the public highways, can 
scarcely be described as fair by even 
the most pronounced railway critic. 

The railways are in a_ position 
where they have to take drastic 
steps to protect themselves. Train 
crews and thousands of men engaged 
in the past by the rail companies 
have within the past few months 
been laid off, and prospects are that 
greater cuts in staffs will be neces- 
sary.
